Carl Barks is the master comic 
book artist who wrote and drew 
over 500 stories featuring Donald 
Duck, Huey, Dewey and Louie, 
Uncle Scrooge, Gyro Gearloose, 
Gladstone Gander, and many other 
Walt Disney characters.

first time anywhere. At the end of Volume 
3 is a chronological index to all of Barks’ 
Disney classics reprinted in the CBL. 

The retail price for this and each carefully pro- 
duced three-volume set is $110.00 except for the 
complex, special set VI which sells for $125.00.

Colorist Janice Cohen is another 
veteran of the early issues. She

Our backup story, "Toro! Toro! 
Toro!" comes from the usual sus- 
pects. Doug Rice wrote it, as he's 
written every other backup from the 
beginning. Those of you with long 
memories remember his very funny 
story "The Great Goofdini" from 
Goofy Adventures #4. 


The penciler, inker and letterer of 
the backup are one person: Bill 
Langley. Bill, a former art director 
here at Disney Publications, inked 
the Roger graphic novel The Resur- 
rection of Doom, and has been with 
this comic book since Day One. 


Our backup's colorist is Valerie 
Dalchele. You can see Val's colors 
in Donald Duck Adventures #11 
and in Disney Adventures, our 
popular, new digest magazine. 


Our cover penciler is Keith Tuck- 
er, who's penciled each Roger cover 
since issue #5. He also pencils the 
covers of Chip 'n' Dale Rescue 
Rangers. 


Cover inker Gary Martin has 
been inking Roger covers since issue 
#2. He also inks the covers of Res- 
cue Rangers and stories for Mickey 
Mouse Adventures. 


Cover colorist Gail Bailey colors 
most Disney Comics covers, as well 
as some stories for Mickey Mouse 
Adventures. 


None of this would be possible 
without Gary K. Wolf. This comic is 
based on characters that he created. 


Elsewhere in Disney Comics, fun 
things are afoot. 


Our Tale Spin limited series is 
turning out so well that we're doing 
an ongoing, monthly Tale Spin com- 
ic by the limited series’ creators, 
Bobbi Weiss and Cosme Quartieri. 


We're busy with numerous graph- 
ic novels. From editor Bob Foster, 


writer Bobbi Weiss and artist 
Sparky Moore comes White Fang, 
based on the upcoming movie (itself 
based on the Jack London story). 


Also for Bob, Peter David and 
Russ Heath are doing The Rocke- 
teer, under a brand-new cover by 
Rocketeer creator Dave Stevens: 
Peter, by the way, wrote "Who 
Framed Rick Flint?". 


William Rotsler and Dan Spiegle 
have completed Shipwrecked!, an- 
other movie adaptation, for editor 
David Cody Weiss. It's some of the 
best Spiegle art that I've ever seen. 


Well, that's what Bob and Cody 
are up to; what about little me? Well, 
there's 101 Dalmatians, an antholo- 
gy due this May to coincide with the 
re-release of the movie. 


There's Beauty and the Beast, to 
be written by Bobbi Weiss (boy, she 
gets around), based on the upcoming 
animated features and due this 
November. 


Roger fans will be interested in I 
Hate Toons, a graphic novel that 
mixes Roger with comic books and 
the destruction of famous landmarks.
